i Epistles and Prefaces have of late been so much in fashion-^ that very few Dra- 

matick Poems, Vulgarly called Plays, have been published, but what have beea 
[ Ushered by those Customary Apologies ; and so much Art and Learning have been 

used in them, that oftentimes a greater part of the Book hath been taken up in tbeif 
composition. The intent of which Prefacing hath been alike in all to vindicate and 
justifie their own manner of writing, and decry others : Some have been wholly for 
Prose, and others for Verse ; some for serious Language, and others for Farce ; but 
41II agree in this : That Plays are but Diversions in what kind soever understood* This 
hath been the Custom and Opinion of others. Now, lest I should appear ignorant of 
the fashion J and thought uncapable to follow it, I am obliged to say someAvbat too ; 
but since I resolve against any long Learned Discourse, I shall ordy give you a taste 
of my Experience, which I hope may be as divertive and pleasant. 

The most part of these Pieces were written by such Penmen as were known to be 
the ablest Artists that ever this Nation produced, by Name, Shake-spear^ Fletcher^ Jokn~

lie witU^ part thereof may be so termed ; And the other small Pieces composed by 
several other Authors are siicK as have been of ji^reat fame in this lest Age. When the 
piibliqiie Theatres were shnt up, and the Actors forbidtlen to present us with any of 
their Tra^^edies, because we had enough of that in earnest ; and Comedies, because 
the Vices of the Age were too lively and smartK'- represented ; then all that we could 
divert our selves with were these humours and pieces of Plays, which parsing under 

•the Name of a merry conceited Fellow, called Boitcm the IVmvtr, Simpkimi the Smith, 
John Swahherj or some such Title* were only allowed us, and that but by stealth too, 
and under pretence of Rope-dancing^, or the like ; and these bein|:r all that was permit- 
ted us, great was the coiiEuence of the Auditors ; and these small thing^s were as pro- 
fitable, and as great get-pennies to the Actors as any of our late famed Plays* 1 have 
seen the Rtd BnU Play-Honse^ w^hich was a large one, so fulh that as many went back 
for want of room as had en t red ; and a^ meanly as you may now think of these Drols, 
they were then Acted by the best Comedians then and now in being : and I may say, 
by some that then exceeded all now Living, by Name, the incomparable Roheri Cox^ 
who w^as not only the principal Actor, but also the Contriver and Author of most of 
these Farces. How have I heard him cryed up for his j^ohn Swabber, and Simpkion the 
Sviiih ? In w^hich he being: to appear with a large piece of Bread and Butter^ I have 
frequently known several of the Female Spectators and Auditors to long^ for some of 
it : And once that well kno%vn Natural Jack Adams of Clarkenwd, seeing him witti 
Bread and Butter on the stage* and knowing him, crj-^ed out, Cu2, Cuz, ^ive me some, 
give me some ; to the great pleasure of the Audience ^ And so naturally did he Act 
the Smiths part, that being at a Fair in a Countrej^ Town, and that Farce being pre- 
sented, the only Master Smith of the Town came to him, saj^ing^ well, althotigh your 
i^ather speaks so ill of you, yet when the Fair is done, if yovi will come and work 
Tvith me, I will give you twelve pence a week more then I give any other joumey- 

■ Man, Thus was he taken for a Smith bred, that was indeed as much of any Trade- 
And as he pleased the City and Countreyj so the Universities had a sight of him, 
and very well esteemed he was by the Learned^ but more particularly by the Butler 
of one of those CoUedges, who liking his Acting, and finding that those Representa- 
tions were defective foi w^ant of a Prologue, he being a dabler in Poetry, would 
needs write one, part of which I remember to be thus,

Although I question not but the University afforded good wits, and such as were 
well skilled in Poetrj, yet this was the best our Butler was infected with, which 
Robert Cox did speak, not as a Prologue at the beginning, but as a Droll in the middle 
of what he then Acted. 

Thus were these Compositions liked and approved by all, and they were the 
fittest for the Actors to Represent, there being little Cost in Cloaths, which often 
were in great danger to be seized by the then Souldiers ; who, as the Poet sayes, 
Enter the Red Coat^ Exit Hat and Cloak, w^as very true, not only in the Audience, but the 
Actors tooj were commonly, not only strip'd, but many times imprisoned, tiU they 
paid such Ransom as the Souldiers would impose upon them ; so that it was hasjard- 
ous to Act any thing that required any good Cloaths, instead of which painted Cloath 
many times served the turn to represent Rich Habits* Indeed Poetrj?- and Painting are 
of Kin, being the effects of fancy, and one oftentimes helps the other, as in our inge- 
nious and Rich Scenes, which shew to the Eye what the Actors represent to the 
Ear ; and this Painting ptits me in mind of a piece I once saw^ in a Cotintry Inn, where 
was with the best skill of the Work-man represented King Pharaoh, with Moses and 
A&ron^ and some others^ to explain which figures, was added this piece of Poetry» 
Here Pharaoh wiik his Goggle Eyes does stare on 
The High-Priest Moses, with the Prophet Aaron* 
Why^ what a Rascal 
Was he that would not let the People go to eat the PhascaL 




The Painting was every wayes as defective and lame as the Poetry , for I believe 
be who pictured King Pharaoh^ had never seen a King in his Life, for all the Majesty 
he was represented with was Goggle Eyes, that his Picture mi^^ht be answerable to 
the Verse, But enough of this Story which pleasing Tne» I must confess, 1 have forced 
in here hoping it %vill please you too, and then I have my end^. 

And now I will address my self to my particular Readers, and conclude. Besides 
those who read these sort of Books for their pleasure, there are some who do it for 
profit such as are younff Players, Fidlers, Sec. x\.s for those Players who intend to 
wander and go a stroleing, this very J?ook, and a few ordinary properties is enough 
to ^et them up, and get money in any Town in England. And Pidlers purchacing of this 
^ook have a sufficient stock for all Feasts and Entertainments* And if the Mounte- 
banck will hut carr\' this Sook, and three or four young Pellows to Act what is here 
set down for them J it wiU most certainly draw in Auditors enough, who must needs 
purch[a]ce their Drugs, Potions, and Salsoms. This Book also is of great use at Sea, as 
well as on Land, for the merry Saj^lors in long Voyages, to the East or West Indies ; 
and for a Chamber Book in genenU it is most necessary to make Physick w^ork, and 
cease the pains of all Diseases ; being of so great use to all sorts and Sexes, I hope 
you will not fail to purchace it, and thereby you will oblige
